levels of the city their superiority to the old 
fashioned sedan chair has heen so decisive- 
ly demonstrated, as to almost have practi- 
cally abolished, for business purposes at 
least, the last named.medium of locomotion, 
With business men time is money, and it is 

‘in saving time that the jinricksha has so 
quickly established its claim to public con- 
sideration and support. That the two 
wheeled barrow of the Japanese will be 
our permanent means of loromation, not- 
withstanding all that has been said and 
written about a tramway system, we have 
not the remotest doubt, and accepting. this 
‘as an established fact, we would direct the 
attention of the Government to the absolute 
necessity which exists for the immediate 
introduction of some sensihle and practical 

_ Measures to sutisfactorily jovern and re- 
* ulate the jinricksha traffic, é 
The community have just‘ and well 
grounded cause for complaint against the 
Government for the chaos which at present 
exists in the regulations supposed to govern 
our street traffic vencrally; but more par- 
ticularly with reference to jinrickshas. We 
are not aware under what—if any—-regu- 
lations the jinricksha coolies are licensed, 
We have no positive information whether 
the numbers of vehicles plying for hire are 
restricted within reasonable limits, or the 
contrary, We hardly know whether the 
laricksha trafic is in any way under the 
direct supervision of the police, or ts left 
entirely in the hands of the department 
presided over by the Registrar-General, 
But we do know from personal experience 

- that there are twice as many jinrickshas 
plying in Queen's Road as there ought to 
be, or is any necessity for; we know that 
no File of the road is recognised, or at- 
tempted to be recognised, or understood 
by the'coolies ; we see the coolies with their 
vehicles roaming, along indiscriminately, 
searching for custom, and blocking up the 
street, hindering traffic, and causing endless 

_ confusion, In fact, we know that the jinrick- 
. + shas have become ‘an intolerable obstruc- 
tion, detrimental to all other traffic in- 
terests, a most unmitigated nuisance attend- 

ed with great inconvenience and personal 

“danger to the public, For all this the Go- 


vehicles licensed cut down to answer those 
requirements. In the second place, a 
system of ks’ or stands” should be 
established—similar to the cab-ranks in 
large cities at home--and the coolies 
strictly forbidden, under severe penalties, 
to cause obstructions in the ‘streets by in- 
fliscriminateplying for fares. In the third 
plare, a plain and easily understood “rules 
of the road’’ system should be published, 
and enforced. There are other neces: 
sary steps to, be taken to mitigate the 
present existing evils, which we led 
the officials, whose duty it is to’ see 
imo such matters, ta- discover, and 
carry into effect. Our streets are so nar- 
row that without properly reprulated and 
thoroughly understood rules of the road, 
confusion. obstruction, and danger cannot 
be avoided... We daily experience the 
-obstruction, and the danger. People in 
the Colony who keep carriages, are pre- 
sumed to have a_ perfect right to use the 
public roads of the Colony. Until an 
ordinance is passed --avhich no doubt must 
he the ¢ if Mr. iF. Benkeney Jounson's 
‘tramyyay scheme ever comes to anything - 
forbiddinge carriages to he driven on the 
strect, we shall continue our practice of driv- 
ing, taking all proper and reasonable pre- 
cautions to avoid accidents; but disclaiming 
all responsibility for anything: that may 
chance tooceur owing to jinricksha obstruc- 
tion, After several unfortunates have been 
kifled. anda verdict of manslaughter return 
ed against the Government officials for ne- 
glect of duty, we shall doubtless obtain the 
reforms so urgently required inthe man- 
agement of our street traffic, ‘ 


Reresxing to the so-called ‘slavery. in 
Hongkong, about which so much has been 
said and written lately, the London Daily 
Naew of April 2st, observes The official 
correspondence relative to the. “alleged” 
existence of slavery in the British Colony 
of Hongkong which has just been published, 
contains many painful facts that demand 
the serious attention of the public, In 
October, 1879. the then Chief Justice—Sir 
Joux Sxaue--in delivering judgment ona 
kidnapping case declired that slavery 
was a. recognised institution in the Co- 
lony, that kidnapping was rife, and 
that the purchase and sale of hu- 
man beings for immoral purposes. were 
also’ transactions of frequent occurrence. 
The Blue Book contains ample evidence of 
the truth of these statements in the shape 
of ‘cases tried in the Supreme Court, and 
of reports drawn up for the information of 
the Government. Some of these cases 
present features of the -most revolting 
‘character, showing as they do that Hong- 
kong is the centre of a nefarious commerce, 
the ramifications of which extend to distant 
countries. A child who had been bought 
described her female owner as “a buyer 
and seller of people.” and a letter from 
one of theses traffickers in human flesh 
shows what a purely commercial view 
they take of the husiness in which they 
are engaged. Addressing one of his 
agents, he writes “As I have lost 
money on. the present ‘vargoes I wish 
you to ask the purchaser to give a 
Hite higher price for them.’ As slavery 
exists among the Chinese in their own 
country, it is reasonable to suppose that 
they would not be deterred by scruples 
from practising it in Hongkong: but Sir 
Joux Porr He is careful to point out 
that it ought not to he confounded with the 
Chinese custom of adoption, or with the 
ordinary relations of domestic service in 
Chinese familivs.. Nevertheless, even in 
these cases he says that the fact that many 
of the adopted children and servants “have 
been actually bought seems to him to 
condemn the system,” Lord Kasuercey, in
